To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Dalton,  qualified  to 

vote  in  Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall 
in  said  Dalton  on  Tuesday,  the  eleventh  day  of  March 
next  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  to  act  upon  the 
following  subjects : 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  officers  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  the  budget  for 
1941  as  prepared  by  the  Selectmen  and  make  appro- 
priation of  the  amounts  therein  or  make  any  changes. 

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  a  sum  of 
money  not  the  exceed  $2000.00  to  construct  a  sewer 
from  the  main  road  along  Tillotson  Street  to  the  Con- 
necticut river  and  make  apppropriation  for  same,  as 
this  article  is  not  in  the  budget. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  rescind  the 
vote  taken  last  year  to  give  the  road  agents  the  main- 
tenance of  winter  roads  and  give  the  Selectmen  the 
handling  the  same.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


To  the  School  Board  of  Dalton: 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  the  following  report  rela- 
tive to  your  schools. 

The  financial  report  for  the  school  year  closing 
June  30  showed  a  deficit  of  $369.05.  In  addition  to 
this  the  district  owed  the  Grange  $94.00,  a  sum  paid 
by  Plymouth  Teachers'  College  for  rental  of  the 
dormitory  and  deposited  in  the  school  district  treas- 
ury by  error.  The  net  indebtedness  was  thus  $463.05, 
a  sum  less  than  was  predicted  in  last  year's  report. 

The  budget  submitted  to  the  State  Board  of  Edu- 
cation last  October  had  a  total  of  $10,611.00.  The 
budget  has  since  been  revised  because  of  costs  un- 
known at  that  time  and  now  has  a  total  of  $11,147.00 
including  the  $463.00  above.  The  receipts  this  year 
will  be  approximately  $11,334.00.  The  state  aid  re- 
ceived in  December  was  $4,640.42;  the  district  appro- 
priation was  $6,000.00.  The  money  from  dog  licenses 
is  usually  about  $100.00,  and  the  amount  due  from 
the  Plymouth  Teachers'  College  as  a  rebate  on  last 
year's  tuition  is  $594.52.  The  present  school  year 
will  close  with  a  small  balance  in  the  treasury,  esti- 
mated at  $200.00. 

The  proposed  budget  for  next  year  has  a  total  of 
$10,939.00.  The  state  aid  allotted  to  this  district  for 
next  December  payment  is  $3,333.80,  This  sum  and 
the  following  estimated  amounts:  balance  $200.00, 
dog  licenses  $100.00,  tuition  rebate  $500.00,  make  a 
total  of  $4,133.00.     The  difference  is  $6,806.00. 

The  sum  of  $6,800  is  more  than  the  district  has 
appropriated  in  recent  years.  Of  the  receipts  listed 
above  the  state  aid  may  be  increased  slightly  as  the 
present  known  expenditures  for  which  aid  is  granted 
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are  somewhat  more  than  was  estimated  in  the  budget 
submitted  to  the  State  Board  in  October.  This  year 
the  district  is  receiving  $594.52  from  the  Plymouth 
Teachers'  College,  the  balance  from  the  tuition  re- 
ceipts of  last  year  after  the  operating  costs  of  the 
high  school  had  been  paid.  I  think  $500.00  is  as 
much  as  can  be  expected  from  this  source  next  year, 
based  on  the  tuition  paid  this  year  and  the  estimated 
operating  costs  of  the  school. 

From  the  budget  a  deduction  may  be  made  in  the 
item  for  repairs.  The  $400.00  listed  includes  $100.00 
for  minor  repairs  at  Union  and  No.  1,  and  $300.00  for 
enlarging  the  intermediate  room  at  No.  1.  The  State 
Board  of  Education  can  approve  only  $75.00.  This 
is  based  on  a  state  wide  approval  of  $25.00  per  school 
room.  Whatever  is  spent  beyond  $75.00  must  be  paid 
for  by  Dalton  alone.  The  room  used  for  the  inter- 
mediate grades  at  No.  1  is  not  large  enough  for  the 
number  of  pupils  in  those  grades.  Considerable  al- 
teration in  the  building  is  necessary  to  make  the 
room  larger  and  to  provide  adequate  hall  space  and 
proper  entrance  to  both  rooms. 

If  no  alterations  are  made  at  No.  1  an  appropri- 
ation of  $6,500.00  will  be  enough  for  next  year.  With 
the  present  known  receipts  a  smaller  appropriation 
would  probably  not  be  enough.  If  the  State  Board  of 
Education  should  make  an  additional  grant  from  the 
equalization  fund  and  the  Plymouth  Teachers'  Col- 
lege rebate  should  be  as  much  as  listed,  a  correspond- 
ingly lower  appropriation  would  be  adequate. 

The  contract  signed  last  year  by  you  and  the 
President  of  the  Plymouth  Teachers'  College  has 
provided  general  satisfaction.  With  its  provisions, 
the  Grange  gets  a  small  rental  for  the  dormitory.  The 
school  district  pays  tuition  at  a  rate  slightly  below 
the  cost  throughout  the  state,  and  receives,  during  the 
next  year,  any  balance  from  the  tuition  total  after

all  the  operating  expenses  of  the  school  have  been 
paid  by  the  Teachers'  College.  The  balance  to  be 
returned  to  the  district  during  the  present  school 
year,  as  stated  above,  is  $594.52 — the  difference  be- 
tween the  tuition  collected  by  the  Teachers'  College 
last  year  and  the  cost  to  the  college  of  operating  the 
school. 

The  program  of  studies  in  the  high  school  is 
about  the  same  as  reported  last  year.  It  includes  four 
years  of  home  economics,  four  years  of  commercial 
subjects  and  two  years  of  woodworking.  A  graduate 
teacher  has  been  employed  each  year  for  the  work  in 
woodworking  as  no  student  teachers  have  been  avail- 
able. Last  year  Plymouth  Teachers'  College  had  to 
employ  one  other  graduate  teacher  as  the  number  of 
cadets  was  less  than  the  demand  of  the  four  practice 
schools.  This  year  that  has  been  necessary  for  only  a 
short  period. 

The  State  Department  of  Education  has  question- 
ed the  advisability  of  four  years  of  commerce  in  our 
program  of  studies  on  the  theory  that  office  jobs  are 
not  available  for  graduates  in  this  course,  and  that  the 
stenography  and  perhaps  some  of  the  other  subject 
matter  have  little  or  no  practical  value  for  those 
pupils.  You  have,  however,  seemed  to  want  the  com- 
mercial work  continued  throughout  the  four  years. 
Whereas  the  subjects  in  home  economics  and  in  wood- 
working are  of  some  definite  use  to  all  pupils  taking 
ihem.  those  in  the  last  two  years  in  the  commercial 
course  are  of  little  use  to  any  except  the  pupils  who 
continue  them  in  business  college  or  have  some  type 
of  office  work  to  do.  In  addition  to  the  practical  arts 
subjects  the  aim  of  the  program  is  to  offer  such  sub- 
jects as  will  prepare  pupils  for  advanced  work  in 
teachers'  college  or  the  state  university  and  to  give 
as  much  practical  subject  matter  as  possible  to  those 
who  do  not  go  beyond  the  high  school. 
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Miss  Taylor  has  continued  her  excellent  work  as 
headmaster  of  the  hig^h  school.  The  enrollment  in 
the  senior  high  school  this  year  is  the  largest  it  has 
ever  been.  The  growth  in  number  of  pupils  and  in 
school  morale  during  the  years  Miss  Taylor  has  been 
in  Dalton  has  been  a  very  gratifying  achievement  to 
all  interested  in  the  school. 

In  the  elementary  schools  Miss  Macek  and  Mrs. 
Hackett  resigned  at  the  close  of  the  last  year.  Mrs. 
Hilson  was  transferred  to  the  intermediate  room  at 
No.  1.  Mre.  Josephine  Newman  was  selected  for  the 
position  at  the  Union  school  and  Miss  Mary  Piper  for 
the  primary  room  at  No.  1.  Mrs.  Newman  has  had 
several  years  of  successful  experience  in  other  schools 
and  is  doing  excellent  work  at  the  Union  school.  Miss 
Piper  is  a  graduate  of  the  Wheelock  School,  a  train- 
ing school  in  Boston  for  teaching  in  the  primary 
grades.  All  of  your  elementary  teachers  are  very 
Conscientious  in  their  efforts  this  year. 

Not  much  change  in  the  program  of  studies  in 
the  elementary  grades  has  been  made  in  the  past  few 
years.  Committees  of  the  Educational  Council  of  the 
State  Teachers'  Association  are  working  with  the 
State  Board  of  Education  in  revising  certian  subjects 
in  the  elementary  program.  In  your  own  schools 
some  subjects  have  received  more  emphasis  than  form- 
erly. Health,  safety  and  citizenship  are  receiving 
more  attention.  Health  readers  and  safety  readers 
are  in  use.  All  of  the  pupils  in  grades  three  to  six 
have  weekly  current  events  papers.  These  papers  are 
carefully  written  for  the  different  grades  with  vocabu- 
lary of  proper  reading  age,  and  content  of  national 
and  world  news.  They  should  be  a  constructive  aid 
in  improving  reading  and  in  building  citizenship.  An 
effort  has  been  made  to  improve  the  spelling  and 
handwriting.  New  spelling  books  have  been  purchas- 
ed for  the  pupils  and  penmanship  pads  given  to  them. 
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The  attendance  statistics  of  last  year  show  a  defi- 
nite improvement  in  percentage  of  attendance  and  in 
reduced  tardiness  over  the  previous  year.  Close  co- 
operation of  parents  with  teachers  will  help  to  attain 
even  better  attendance  records. 

Improvements  should  be  made  in  the  school 
buildings  as  the  finances  of  the  district  permit.  The 
intermediate  room  at  No.  1  should  be  made  larger. 
Chemical  toilets  should  be  installed  in  both  the  No. 
1  and  Union  buildings.  Jacketed  stoves  would  doubt- 
less provide  more  uniform  heat  in  both  building.  I 
recommend  strongly  the  necessary  alterations  for  a 
larger  room  at  No.  1  this  year  is  possible.
